On some 
couches or bunks In a far corner of the 
room were huddled two or throe sleepers, 
who either from opium or fatigue nt the 
game, or both, ihad succumbed. - In the 
center of tho table was a huge pile ot brass 
"cash"—tho Chinese penny,withsquaro holes 
in it. 


One man, who was introduced as Hong 


Leo, actod as banker, and In a drawer by 
bira was quite a comfortable pile of United 
States coin and a role of notes. Tee game 
seemed to require oach Celestial round tho 
table in tho play to rake out of the largo 
central pile a smaller pile. Then they all 
began to assort thoir lesser piles, together 
with tho banker, into nmall groups of four 
each. 
ThiB counting off of fours was done 


witn marvelous dexterity. As the last was 
reached the payment of tho debt depended 
on how many of the cash were loft in tho 
banker's group, 1, 2, 3 or four, and tho co- 
incidence of Uie Individual bettor's group 
with it. 


THE GREAT CHINESE GAME. 


"This is the great Chin oso gambling garao 


fan-tan. 
Everybody 
in China plays it, 


from Princo Kung down to the coolies," 
said tho guide. "It is a very simple gamo, 
but tho combinations of betting are very 
great. They do not all bet that tho last re- 
maining count of tho cosh in thoir groups by 
fours will coincide with tho banker's, but 
that there will be 1, 2 or 3 casll left In bin 
group or four, which makes it como out 
even, and on this they can wager, and, in- 
deed, many other ways. At Macao, tho 
£ortuguose concession across the bay from 
Hong Kong, is a .fan-tan house, where as 
hoavy gambling is done as any place in tho 
world. Thoro is a, largo one at Canton, an- 
other at Shanghai .and one at Foo-chu-fu. 
Every little place in China hoa ita fan- 
tan, hell like this. They gamble, smoke 
opium and tobacco in these places and often 
stay days at a sitting. It's a comparatively 
square game, being so simple tt would bo 
hard to practice a skin game on a China- 
man. 
A European, however, 
could bo 


bkinnod by a Chinaman every day in tho 
week at it, 1'or, ai you see, they play and 
sort tho cash with wonderful rapidity. No 
European Is as doxtorous digitally or has 
such u sense of touch as a Chinaman. Tho 
latter can toll by feel and balancing on his 
rjngflrs the slightest difference of weight in 
a silver coin. Chinese "shroffs," as they are 
called, are used in the California banks and 
tie banks out in India and China to "shrofF 
tljo Mexican dollars—that Is, examine and 
throw out from "iirst chop," second and 
third chop dollars.

Oriental scheme of gambling and listening 
to tbe unintelligible guttural conversation 
nnd exclamations with which,- it was at- 
tondod, Mr. Ah-Keo had brought to us two 
tiny cups of toa in what seemed little toy 
porcelain teacups, saying:
